Berlin, Oct. 10.—Full responsibility

It likewise Is the 
experience of the busy housekeeper and mother. What Is the cause of it? 
What has happened in these six or eight months to drain this oversowing 
vitality until it sinks almost to the zero point? 


Many things cause it, but the real cause back of them all seems to 


be that we do not know how to live. We know many things in. this won- 
derful age. But looking about us at our full hospitals, at the ever-Increas- 
ing number of doctors' signs, at apothecaries' shelves filled with boxes and 
bottles, it does seem as if we do not know how to live. 


If you stop to think of It, how did all the hundreds of diseases from, 


which we suffer come about? 
Undoubtedly through ignorance In some 


form. If, as some claim, diseases come through the^mind, It is lack of un- 
derstanding that permits their mental entrance. The old Hindus claim 
that perfection of knowledge will cure all Ills. And so whether our troubles' 
are spiritual, mental or physical, ignorance seems to lie at the root of 
them. We do not know how to live. 


One of "our great' fields of Ignorance In the art of right living Is food. 


Wrong eating Is one of the chief causes of our physical ills. Again, some- 
times we know, but fail to do. But whether It is Ignorance or indifference, 
the result is the same-p-dlsease fastens Itself upon us. 
One must both 


know and do.

Its bead and imagining that it has 
eluded discovery is copied after a 
fashion by certain Insects, according 
to Dr. G. Rodman in his lectures on 
the subject of (ho stick Insect, or ba- 
cillus rossl, which he has cultivated.

Since the 


personal assessors 
reported 
last 


spring the Board of Review for the 
city and the county auditor have 
listed very much more money and 
credits tor taxation than did the as- 
sessors, all of them, during- their can- 
vass last spring. This does not mean 
that the assessors failed to do their 
duty, but simply that the people are 
just beginning to understand the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the same.

building and loan stock, moneys or 
credits of any kind.

Sparks and the Odor. 


Every boy who has struck flints to- 


gether to make sparks knows the typi- 
cal odor that arises from the clash. 
He also knows that the arbiter the 
flints the more smell they emit. 
This 


phenomenon has been observed for 
centuries, but scientific men have been 
at a loss to account for it. Many ex- 
planations have been given, but ex- 
periment has proved all of these to be 
erroneous. 
Ifecently, however, two 


Italian scientists, the brothers Pic- 
cardi, demonstrated that the smell of 
spark emitting flints is due solely to 
the minute quantities of organic mat- 
ter that are upon the stone and that 
are burned by the sparks. 
This or- 


ganic matter need be in only the most 
minute quantity, such as may be left 
by water in which lichens, weeds or 
water plants have decomposed, for 
the olfactory nerves are so exquis- 
itely sensitive that they can detect the 
burning of almost infinitesimal bits of 
{natter. The delicacy of these nerves 
,s proved by the fact that even after 
ihe pebbles have been washed in lye 
the smell of burning can still be de- 
tected. 
But if the pebbles be heated 


in fire and thon struck together at 
points that the hands have not touched 
there is absolutely no odor at all.— 
New York World.
